house to be held within a few days, 
nothing is left of the Aldrich currency 
bill except the provision for the pay­ 
ment of Interest on government de­ 
posits 
iu 
national 
hanks. 
The pro­ 
visions for the Issuance of emergency 
currency on corporate bonds are en­ 
tirely swept away. 
The new bill provides for the forma 
tlon of national clearing house asso­ 
ciations by not less than ten national 
hunks 
ha\ing 
an 
aggregate 
capital 
and surplus of not Jess than $5,000,000. 
A tax of 4 per cent on emergency cur 
renoy based on clearing house securt 
t*es is provided for the flrat month, 
this tax to be Increased 1 per cent 
•arh month until it reaches 10 pet 
cent, where It is to remain until the 
circulation is retired. 
Another section of the bill p r o v i d e s 
for the creation of a currency commit- 
aion to consist of six members of the 
house, six ot the senate and six to be 
appointed by the president. 
Mr. Vreeland's bill will he consid­ 
ered by the hanking and currency com- 
mittea. 


ATTACK ON PROHIBITION. 


Made by Congressm an 
Bartholdt of 
Missouri. 


Washington, April 
30.— A 
spirited 
attack on prohibition was made by 
Representative Richard 
Uartholdt of 
Missouri before the houee committee 
on the District of Columbia, which has 
under consideration the Sims hills pro­ 
viding for prohibition in the district. 
“Prohibition is a devilish device to 
nail the human family more securely 
to the cross of King Alcohol,” he de 
clared. 
He also declared that the pro­ 
fessional Prohibitionists had “corralled 
women and children” and that they 
had “cracked 
the whip” over state 
legislators. 
"Now,” 
he 
continued, 
“they are trying to crack the whip 
over the congress of the United States. 
Dut this attempt we must regard not 
as a command, but as a danger signal. 
Above all things we must remember 
that prohibition does not succeed In 
its purpose and that it does nothing 
hut promote lawless drunkenness.” 
Mr. Bartholdi Intimated that if the 
Prohibitionists kept up their crusade 
the opponents to the movement may 
do some crusading themselves.

employ two years or less 24 cents an 
hour, ihose employed three years, 25 
cents, those employed over three years 
26 cents. 
The vote of the men is secret and 
there is no means of knowing how 
they are vc *ng, but the watchers at 
the polling place expressed the belief 
that sentiment was strongly against

He was

The elder Dix was at the tim e sec 
retary of the treasury and on Jan. 29, 
1861, directed the m essage quoted to 
Lieutenant Caldwell at New Orleans.

Instead, a schedule

colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors 
and first lieutenants $500 per annum, 
captains $600, second lieutenants $300 
and cadets $100. 
On this schedule the 
salary of major generals will be $8,-

per

$6,000, 
colonels 
$4,000,

colonels $3,500, majors $3,000, captains 
$2,400, first lieutenants $2,000, second
